Ir is affirmed by the English press that Sir 
William Harcourt, the English Home Secre- 
tary, was informed three weeks ago of the 
shipment of infernal machines from this 
country to Liverpool. He had the name of 
the vesselin which they were shipped, and 
was made acquainted with all the circum- 
stances, and yet, possessing this information, 
he was unable to discover the parties in 
Liverpool to whom the machines were sent. 
Either the Engiish detectives are unfit for 
their occupation, the persons who informed 
Sir William Harcourt of the sending of 
the machines fmformed the parties to 
whom they were consigned also, or 
Sir William himself in his eagerness to an- 
nounce the diabolical plot to destroy himself 
and other officials let the cat out of the 
bag too soon.

AN amendment to the Irish Land bill 
limiting its application to farms whose 
valuation is $500, proposed by Lord Edmund 
Fitzmaurice, brother to the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, was defeated yesterday in the House 
of Commons by a vote of 241 to 205, Not- 
withstanding that Mr. Gladstone opposed the 
amendment in a vehement speech, several 
Liberals, including Mr. Goschen and Mr.

Parnell’s amendment in favor of 
striking out the emigration clause of the 
measure was defeated by a vote of 2@8 to 167, 
and an amendment offer@@ by the same gen- 
tleman providing for the compulsory ex- 
propriation of absentee landlords was re- 


jected by an overwhelming majority.

Tue American Papermakers’ Association 
held its annual Convention at Saratoga yes- 
terday. The President’s and the Secretary’s 
reports showed that the trade has made great 
progress during the year, that there had been 
an increase in the production of beok and 
newspaper paper of 25 per cent, and 35 per 
cent increasein writing-paper. The quantity 
exported had also increased. The aver- 
age daily product of all the mills in 
the country is 2,500 tons.

Jobbers of dry-goods were not very actively 
employed, little being done beyond the execu- 
tion of mail orders, which as a rule were for 
small quantities, just to “ freshen up stocks. 
The tone of the market is healthy and firm. 
Groceries were moving in a liberal way, and 
ruled steady. Sugars were not particularity 
firm, but former prices were generally realized. 
Coffees remain dull at unchanged prices. In 
dairy products there wasa fair movement at 
sustained prices. Dried fruits continue very 
firm. Apples were again higher, and some 
other lines show an advancing tendency. Fish 
were guiet and unchanged. Nothing new was 
noted in the coal, pig-iron, bagging, and leather 
markets. Oils were steady. 

Hay was steady, the better grades selling 
readily, while the poor classes were siow. 
Broom-corn was fairly active and unchauged. 
In green fruits befries were plenty and easier 
for all kinds, lemons algo showing a slight. de- 
cline. Grease and tallow were dull, with hardly 
trade enough to establish quotations. There 
was no chauge to note in the hide and wool mar- 
kets, the trade in both continuing very slow. 
Potatoes were more plenty, but retail dealers 
were inclined to hold off rather than pay present 
prices. Seeds were quiet, flaxseed selling at 
$1.17 cash and $1.14@1.16 for August and Sen- 
tember, timothy at $2.00 for September and 
$2.10@2.21% for August. 

Lake freights were dull with corn still at 2c, 
Oats being taken at I e for Buffalo. The 
gate engagements were for 122,000 bu corn and 
70,000 bu oat's, 

Rail freights were quoted steady at lic per 100 


and 12 to Baltimore. Through to Liverpool 
was quoted at 30c per 100 lbs on grain and de on 
provisions. Thereis some reason to think that 
these figures are extensively shaded. 

The aggregate receipts of wheat reported 
yesterday at Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, 
Toledo, and Detroit were 272,000 bu. The cor- 
responding shipments were 94,000 bu. The ship- 
ments from New York, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore aggregated 195,000 bu.

J. T. Thomas & Co., of St. Louis, estimate from 
reports thus far received that the crop of flax- 
seed, notwithstanding the greater acreage sown 
over last year, will exceed but little if any the 
crop of 1880, and predict that prices dune the 
coming year will rule high. 

The current of trade in flaxseed has notably 
turned since 1875. In that year there was im- 
ported into the United States, principally from 
Calcutta, 3,783,000 bu. In 1880 the importation of 
Calcutta flaxseed had fallen to 1,464,195 bu. and 
this year the quantity imported will be much 
less. American producers are now not only 
supplying the domestic markets, but have sold 
for European consumption nearly 1,000,000 bu 
within the past few weeks,
